England Hikes 
Bank Interest 
To 514 Pct. 
LONDON UP—*The Bank of Eng­ 
land raised its interest rate for 
lending money to its highest level 
in 24 years—5*2 per cent — in a 
drastic new move to stem Britain’s 
rising inflation. 
The increase of I per cent will 
have 
worldwide 
repercussions 
since the Bank of England is the 
keystone financial institution of the 
sterling area. Other British finan­ 
cial institutions usually follow the 
lead of the nationalized bank. 
The rate increase was ordered 
by the new chancellor of the ex­ 
cheq uer, Harold Macmillan. Some 
such move had been expected for 
weeks following 
a 
series of ad­ 
verse trade figures and sharp crit­ 
icism of Prime 
Minister 
Eden’s 
government because it had failed 
to halt rising prices at home. 
The bank rate increase is a fun­ 
damental anti - inflationary move 
since it makes money more diffi­ 
cult to get and cuts down on spend­ 
ing. 
The 4 
per cent rate had been 
in effect for almost a year, since 
Feb. 24, 1955, when it was increas­ 
ed from 37 per cent. 
Only once in recent years has 
the bank rate topped 5 7 per cent. 
In the crisis of September 1931 it 
was raised to 
6 
per 
cent. 
Six 
months later it was back to 5. 
The interest increase was Mac­ 
millan's first major move since he 
took over the treasury just before 
Christmas. It was forced on him 
by a

spending 
spree which sent Britain’s imports 
rising faster than she could pay 
for them.

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ECONOMY IN TRANSITION 
WHAT IS presented by current statistics 
in America is a picture of an economy in 
transition from its former major reliance 
on agriculture. 
The 
trend toward mechanization and 
larger individual tracts has produced an 
agricultural revolution that is steadily re­ 
ducing the population which can be sup­ 
ported feasibly on the land. Despite a de­ 
clining farm population and land retire­ 
ment programs, crop surpluses are mount­ 
ing as m ore efficient methods are devel­ 
oped. 
There is reason to suspect that the s t o r y 
of increasing farm efficiency is only be­ 
ginning to unfold. The dawn of the atomic 
age is opening up new vistas in agriculture 
as well as in industry. Experiments in ra ­ 
diation genetics are producing plant m u ta ­ 
tions that m ay r a d ic a lly alter present con­ 
ceptions of what is required in terms of 
land and labor to provide food for the na­ 
tion’s population. 
Already peanut seeds irradiated by a 
North Carolina State 
College 
professor 
have produced a mutation that promises 
to increase yields 30 per cent. In addition 
atomic research is directed toward p r e ­ 
ducing plants highly resistant to the dis­ 
eases and insects that curtail yields from 
present seed varieties. 
The University of Michigan has produc­ 
ed an irradiated Spring wheat variety that 
is rust resistant. Other laboratories a r e 
developing a blight resistant type of oats. 
It is obvious that in the future it will be 
possible to achieve constantly increasing 
agricultural abundance with a diminishing 
application of human effort.

THE 
“ ELECTRONIC brain” — some­ 
times called “the thing” —is about to move 
into the household and take over m anage­ 
ment thereof, according to electrical engi­ 
neers. 
No longer will man be beset by the com­ 
plexities of handling minor gadgets. He’ll 
have just one m aster control panel or push­ 
button to operate. 
No longer will he have to worry about 
setting the alarm, turning on the furnace, 
warming the car, setting the electric blan­ 
kets, getting the paper off the porch or 
even putting the cat out.

These Days 


When I was a boy, back in the old days, 
all doctors wore whiskers. That is how you 
knew he was a doctor. It was just like all 
policemen carried beer-barrel bellies and 
occasionally flowing mustaches. Even in 
plain clothes, you somehow knew the po­ 
liceman by his rotundity, his m ustache 
and his flat feet. But the doctor always 
stood out among m en by his whiskers. 
There were no automobiles where I lived 
and very few telephones. Doctors stayed 
pretty close to the neighborhood to hold on 
to the patients. Few ever went to hospitals 
which, in those days, had very bad reputa­ 
tions. Everybody knew that the show was 
over when the doctor called in a professor 
for a consultation. 
Nearly all the professors came from 
G erm any and they had wonderful reputa­ 
tions. Some of them could cure you just 
by looking at you. Still and all, a sickness 
m ust be pretty terrible if a family must 
spend $5 or $10 to get a professor. And if 
the professor said the patient had to go to 
the hospital, the family used to begin col­ 
lecting the money for the funeral. 
Of course, when the telephone came, it 
was no longer necessary to send a child to 
call the doctor. The whole block knew' who 
had a telephone and could call up. The doc­ 
tor still climbed three or four flights of 
stairs to see the patient. Saturdays a n d 
Sundays made no difference because $2 
was just as good on Saturday or Sunday as 
any other day. 
The doctor was always an educated m an 
in those days and he knew German. 
He 
was no specialist; that was left for the pro­ 
fessors. The neighborhood d o c t o r was 
ready for everything and he always looked 
magnificent with his beard. 
Before anybody, even in Greenwich Vil­ 
lage, heard of Freud, the neighborhood 
doctor was a psychologist because he had 
to deal with all sorts of illnesses, the most 
devastating being boredom and frustration 
and that, all im m igrants suffer from be­ 
cause nothing ever comes out as w as ex­ 
pected and at times the world is so drab 
that there are all kinds of sicknesses in­ 
side. 
That is now' called psychosomatics but 
in the days I am talking about, it had no 
nam e but was usually cured by getting 
married. 
Well, in due course, the doctor shaved 
his beard off and got an automobile and 
everybody is a professor who knows o n e 
little piece of anybody’s sickness. They are 
expert but they do not look as handsome 
as the old-timer with whiskers on his face 
and Goethe under his arm . 
Staying in a hospital weeks on end, 
brings one close to doctors, nurses,-dieti­ 
tians and blood-takers.

Pickaway County Juvenile Court 
cases showed a slight decline in 
1R55 from the previous year, ac­ 
cording to the court’s annual re ­ 
port released today by Judge Guy 
Cline. 
A total of 151 cases was pro­ 
cessed In the court in 1955 as 
compared to 162 in 1954, which 
was the court's peak year. Of
